Under the chapter heading, “Prin- 
ciples of Weed Control,” the book 
divides the various dangerous weeds 
into three categories—annuals, bi- 
ennials and perennials—and then 
describes the methods which have 
been most effective in fighting each 
type. Of particular interest to many 
California farmers will be the re- 
Sults of studies to determine the ef- 
fectiveness of alfalfa as a weed 
control crop, especially against the 
morning glory plant. Alfalfa, it is 
explained, grows vigorously and 
competes effectively with the weed 
for soil moisture and nutrients. 
Above ground, it shades the sun- 
loving morning glory, If the alfalfa 
is vigorous, the stand of morning 
glory becomes notably weaker and 
thinner; by the third season, only 
a fraction of the original infestation | 
remains, and by the fourth, is prac- 
tically gone. 

There are likewise other crops 
which fight weeds—and often grad- 
ually eliminate them. In several 
cases recently, the book reports, the 
morning glory, creeping mallow and/| 
other perennial weeds have disap- 
peared in certain crops. After the 
serious outbreak of curly top in the 
sugar beet area of the Salinas Val- 
ley in 1925, the publication notes 
that lettuce culture was inaugurat- 
ed—and within three years the ex- 
tent and vigor of morning glory in- 
festation markedly decreased. 

The usual practice in combatting 
deep-rooted perennials by clean 
cultivation is discussed at consider- 
able length and specific instructions 
are given. In addtion to the crop- 
ping method of control, the book 
likewise deals with successful ex- 
periments in flooding and smother-' 
ing. This is followed by a volumin-| 
ous report on methods of chemical 
weed control. 


At a time when the profit mar- 
gin in farming operations, even un- 
der favorable conditions, is exceed- 
ingly narrow, control of weeds is of 
vital importance in keeping down 
costs and keeping up production, |

This modern up-to-date pharmacy is now operated on a site and in

was established in 1869 by A. A. Voorhies. Present owners are: A. S. 
and J. E. Fox and the latter’s son, Jay Woodward Fox, who was taken 
into the firm in January, 1939. Fox Brothers acquired the business and 
the building in 1907, from Mrs. S. J. Alden, whose husband, 8. J. Alden, 
bought into the firm with Van Voorhies approximately 10 years after it 
was founded. 

After Van Voorhies, Alden had as associate, Vince Campini. Prom this 
combination, S. Washburn acquired the business which, after a few years 
was transferred to Campini and John Witmer. Just prior to 1907, the 
store reverted to Mrs. S. J. Alden, who in turn sold to the present owners. 
From the time of its foundation until 1907, the business was known as 
the Miner’s Drug Store; later to be known as Fox Bros. Drug Store, and 
more recently as Fox Bros. Pharmacy. In 1912 a major improvement was 
made when the old iron doors, typical of all early-day buildings, were 
removed and a new front installed.
